Closing in on the first major 
legislative achievement of his 
term, President Donald Trump 
on Saturday defended the Re- 
publican tax cut as a good deal 
for the middle class while boldly 
suggesting it could lead to ex- 
plosive economic growth. 

The legislation, which the 
GOP aims to muscle through 
Congress next week, would 
lower taxes on the richest Amer- 
icans. Benefits for most other 
taxpayers would be smaller, but 
Trump attempted to sell the bill 
as a “Christmas present” for 
middle-class Americans in part 
because it would trigger job 
growth. 

“Tt’ll be fantastic for the mid- 
dle-income people and for jobs, 
most of all,” Trump told report- 
ers on the White House lawn 
before traveling to Camp David
